Fighting was renewed Wednesday 
Bight, but without special reenlta. 

On Thursday night the Tuka aseem- 
bled in great force In the direction of 
Velestino, and. as it was suspected they 
were alao between this point and Trik- 
hala, a general attack was beUered to 
be imniinput. Fighting, however, oc- 
curred only in the Tldnity of Velestino. 
The Turks made an attack before dawn 
yesterday morning, but were snocess- 
fally revised. Three times in the 
coarse of the morning was the attack 
repeated, each time from a different di- 
rection, and each time the result was a 
repolse. Apparently, it was intended 
that these attaokst should be dmnltane- 
ons, but this pfam failed, owing to the 
lack of proper organization. Tlie Turks, 
however, pushed the attack with the 
ntmost determination for sis boon and 
only abandoned the attempt tO leiae the 
jnnction aboat uoou. 

The Greeks behaved well, the Third 
brigade and artillery particnlarly dis- 
tinguishing theiiselTes under (General 
Smolensk!. The Turkish losses were 
heavy ; the Greek much lighter. Col- 
onelJannlooate. with the Bighth regi- 
ment, porsaed Ute Turks aereral miles.

RIVER RE MAINS UN CHANQED.

Natchez, May 1. — The river remains 
unchanged, at 49.76, which is probably 
the crest of the flood at this point. It 
is interesting in this connection, that a 
little over a year ago, the Mississippi 
hero broke the low water rtcord by 
about the same margin that the present 
flood has the high water mark, record- 
ing 1.2 feet below the aero mark estab- 
lished by the United Statce engineer 
senriee. 

The back water from Blaek rlTW, to- 
gether with the Glasscook water from 
below and the Biggs brMk from above 
through the Teusas, is beginning to 
show up in the rear of Vidalia, but it 
will be some days t)efore the territory 
immediately snrronndinj? that town 
will be seriously ineonveiiienr»»d by th« 
overflow. Vidalia and that portion of 
the Concordia parish visible from the 
Natchez blutTs is beginning to put on 
tlie apjieanince of an island. The cnn-e 
of Lake Ctmcordia above, wliile Sale 
lake below, the back water from Black 
river in the rear and the Mississippi 
in front, leave only a narrow peninsula 
to the west still above water.

Athens, May 1.— A telegram just re> 
eelTed here sajs that a great battle has 
been fought at Yeleatino between a 

Turkish force of 8,000 and General Smo- 
lensU's brigade. The dispatch states 
that Ik* Torka were repolaedwith enor- 
mous losses. The battle raged fiercely 
for several hours. The Greeks were re- 
inforced, the reinforcements arriving at 
the critical stage of the fight. General 
Smolensld telegraphs that the Tnrks 
will be unable to capture Pharsalos, be- 
cause the (Treek position is strong and 
the moral of the Greek troopa complete- 
ly restored. 

A dispatch fron Santa Manra says the 
flotilla of Greek gunboats in the Gulf of 
Ambrakia has bombarded the coast 
near Sipolis and Santa Pedro. The 
Turks, the dispatch asserts, were com- 
pelled to flee. 

Then is no news from Arta, but it is 
romoredthat tilie Greek forces which 
have been operating in Epima against 
the Turks, are retreating. 

At a cabinet council held yesterday it 
was decided that the minister of war. 
Colonel Tsimadoe, and the minister of 
the interior, M. Theotokis, should pro- 
ceed to Pharsalos in order to ascertain 
the condition of the Greek forces there. 

The legislative assembly MriU, at its 
next meeting, hear a declaration of pol- 
icy from the new cabinet. Meanwhile 
the new minister of war, M. Tsimados, 
is aotiTely supervising the equipment of 
the teaerrea, with the view of dispateh- 
lag forcea to Thessaly and Epims.

New York, May l.— President Cis- 
neros of the Cuban ]i:ttriot government 
has called a meeting of a (onstituent as- 
sembly of the Cubans in arms. Tho 
meeting will elect a new president and 
remodel the p re s e nt provisional consti- 
tution, and will be held in Guaimarillo, 
Camague}-, on Sept. '■!. 

Tho selection of presidential electors 
will be held in the six states into wliich 
the Cuban rei>ablic is divided, during 
the first week in May. Each state will 
send four representatives to the as- 
sembly. 

While President Cisneros is men- 
tioned in Cuban circles as a probable 
candidate for re-election, there are also 
other strong probabilities. Among 
them are Bartolome Masso, the prtiseut 
vice president; Domingo Mendea-Ca- 
pote, the president of the supreme court 
of the Cuban republic, and Tomas Es- 
trada Palma. 8euor Palma, as well as 
President Cisneros, was at one time 
during the 10 years' war president of 
the Cuban repnblio.

The Board of Church Kxtension of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
convened at Lonisville in its fifteenth

The board was organised for the pur- 
pose of raising funds to aid in the erec- 
tion of Methodist churches tbroiitilioiit 
the South. During the past year the 
boanl haa aided ninety-six different 
chiirelieB, donating $24,000 and lending 
about $12,000 more. There are now l(i2 
applications for aid on file at the Secre- 
tary's ofHce. These will come before the 
board for consideration, but it has never 
been possible to grant more than two- 
thirds of the applications. 

The business of this session will be 
chietiy concerned in the disbursements 
of some 124,000 in donations and about 
$24,000 in loans. The loans are made on 
long-time periods to the churches re- 
quiring assistance, and they are allowed 
ti repay the loan in small sums. In this 
manner the churches are independent 
of any outside obligation and enjoy a 
greater leniency. Most all the Bishops 
of the church are present at themeetinp.

DELVING FOR TH E DEAD. 

VIvs Mora BodlM Takoa From tka Ralaa 
of tho Onthrlo Flood. 

Gl'THRiE, O. T., May 1.— Five more 
bodies have been recovered from tho 
debris left by Wednesday's disaster in 
West Guthrie, being those of George 
Owens, Mrs. Charles Bnffins, Henry 
Simmons, Mrs. Watson and child. 
Scores of organized searching parties 
are at work, but progress is slow, since 
tons of debris must be dug over in the 
search. 

It is believed that tho rushing water 
of C'immaron river conceals many 
corjtses. The Cimmaron is two miles 
north of the city, and when the flood 
came the waters of the Cottonwood 
joined it. Tiie Cimmaron's bottom con- 
tains quicksand and it is one of the most 
treacherous streams in the county. It 
is hterally jammed with wreckage and 
the bodies of dead animals. Farmers 
are fishing out and carrying otf the 
wreckage by carloads. 

Over 1,600 homeless people are being 
cared for by the oitj.

Hamburger Bros., manufacturers and 
wholesale jobbers of ahoes, of this city, 
were dolaodanta Tbaraday in an import- 
ant suit, in which H. H. Collins, John 
Duley and Omar Dodson were plaintiffs. 

The plaintiffs are owners of a shoe fac- 
tory at Mayaville, Ky., which it aeems 
the daiandaata laaaad from them about a 
year ago, with a privilege of an extension 
of the lease for three years. The plain- 
tifla not only leased the factory premises, 
but a lotof aboa machinery in oouiaction 
therewith. 

Tfie defendants exercised the priviiejje 
of renewal, but for the present at leaet 
did not care to continae the operation of 
the factory. 

The value of the machinery belonging 
to the plaintiffs contained in the factory 
was said to be about $4,600, and that of 
the delandanta aboat SB,O0O. 

Hearing that defendants desired to 
cease operations at Maysville, the plain- 
tiffs procured a temporary injunction be- 
fore the Ooart at Mayaville, bat the de- 
fendants' attomeya, in their attempt to 
set aside the injunction, procuretl a re- 
moval of tha case from Maysville to New- 
port, and Thursday the matter was fully 
heard bafora Judge Balm, npon the mo- 
tion of Haabimar Bna. to diaaolve the 
injunction. 

There was considerable evidence in the 
caae upon the qneatloB whether or not 
tbo aacUnery would bo hiiorad by 
nonuse, and whether the factory plant 
would go to waste, and it was vigorously 
claimed by the plaintift that if any waste 
waa tbioatanad, a Oonrt ot Equity eould 
intercede and prevent it by injanetioa. 
After full hearing and argument of coun- 
sel, the court decided that Hamburser 
Broe. wan not compelled to operate the 
factory ; that aa long aa they intended to 
pay the rent under the lease, and com- 
plied with all the conditiona of the leaae, 
they could not be enjoined. 

The injunction waa diaaolvad. A. M. 
J. Cochran and W. H. Wadaworth, of 
Maysville, were counsel for the plain- 
tifb, and Judge Tboe.
